Everything You Always Wanted to Know 
About Hay Fever But Were Afraid to Ask 


Hay fever victims do not 
have poorly tuned equipment. 

Their body chemistry unfor- 
tunately, works too well, ac- 
cording to Dr. Max Samter, a 
leading immunologist and pro- 
fessor of medicine at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois Abraham Lin- 
coln School of Medicine. 

It is no consolation to the 
ifferer, probably, with peak 
ragweed pollen season just days 
away, but, “he has extra sensi- 
tive lymphocytes in his blood 
stream that recognize ragweed 
pollen as an ‘enemy’ and trj 
yér a process to combat it,” the 
doctor advised the Press-Rec- 


“Fortunately, my lymphocytes 
don’t distinguish the pollen as 
alien — hence I have no hay 
fever,” he said. 

There are five stages of 
the hay fever process and 
each has a cores pores 
treatment method. 

The first is eapiennire to 
the “allergen,” a pesky lit- 
tle grain that helps ragweed 
make more ragweed, 

“Right now, the best treat- 
ment for hay fever is to keep 
the patient away from the rag- 


weed or the ragweed away 
from him,” Dr. Samter empha- 
sized. ‘The desert and the 
mountains, for instance, ‘have 
climates that prevent ragweed 
and promote the seasonal com- 
fort of sufferers.” 

Ragweed-free Europe and 
Asia are populated by people 
who are disposed to ragweed 
allergy. They don’t produce the 
antibodies, but possess lympho- 
cytes which are disposed to do 
so if exposed to ragweed. 

Such persons are classified 

“atopic” by immunologists. 
Orientals, with a greater dis- 
position to be atopic in the first 
place, often develop hay fever 
quickly upon arrival in the 
U. S., even though a single 
breath of ragweed pollen back 
home would have brought no 
symptoms. 

Only 10% to 20% of atopic 
persons are actually afflicted 
with hay fever—a finding that 
still puzzles immunologists. 

Those six million sufferers 
who are both atopic and further 
cursed by the late summer 
problem produce antibodies in 
the process’s second stage when 
first exposed to ragweed pollen. 

Lurking in the damp na-

sal and other mucous lin- 

ings, the antibodies produce 

the third stage when they 
seize a pollen granule and 

“burst,” releasing histamine 

into surrounding tissues. 

Released, the histamine in 
the fourth stage moves to 
blood vessels and glands in 
the region of the mucous 
tissue, 

At stage five, blood ves- 
sels dilate and fluid leaks 
from the mucous glands, 
washing away some un- 
trapped pollen. It is the 
body’s defense mechanism 
at work. Sneezing, of 
course, accompanies the 
process. 

Shots to lower a_ patient's 
sensitivity are a form of treat- 
ment intervening at stage two, 
theoretically. 

Not all scientists and practi- 
cioners are in agreement on the 
effectiveness or ‘‘de-sensitiza- 
tion” because the manner in 
which the substances change 
sensitivity is as yet unex- 
plained, Dr. Samter said.

Environmental 
Laboratories

Springfield—Six regional lab- 
oratories testing for environ- 
mental pollution in Illinois have 
been merged into three full- 
service facilities with the goal 
of performing any lab test, 
around the clock. 

One of the three regional fa- 
cilities is already on a three- 
shift, 24-hour basis and_ the 
second will go to around-the- 
clock status in a few weeks, 
after moving into a newly-built 
facility. 

The consolidation, which re- 
duces duplication of effort and 
equipment, has resulted in 
greater efficiency and greater 
productivity while reducing the 
numbers of personnel required, 
according to J. C. McCaffrey, 
manager of EPA laboratory 
services. 

The three central EPA labo- 
ratory centers are now located 
at Chicago, serving the north- 
ern third of the state; Cham- 
paign, serving the middle third, 
and Carbondale, serving the 
southern third of IHinois. 

The Champaign facility has 
been operating ‘round-the-clock 
since early May. 

Twenty-four-hour staffing will 
begin as soon as the Chicago 
lab moves from its present loca- 
tion to a new building, not only 
eliminating over-crowding which 
exists but, according to Mc- 
Caffrey, “becoming one of the 
best labs of its kind in the Mid- 
west” with the most up-to-date 
pollution testing equipment 
available. 

Since 1970, when the Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agen- 


cy was established, testing 
volume has increases enor- 
mously, with the end prob- 
ably not yet in sight. 

In 1970, 163,000 tests 
performed. 

The number rose the follow- 
ing year to over 183,000, while 
in the first 10 months of EPA's 
fiscal year, the number is al- 
ready above 257,000. 

Meanwhile, between 1971 and 
"72, the laboratory personnel 
total was pared down from 58 
to 54. 

In addition to the three re- 
gional facilities, a small auxil- 
iary lab is maintained in 
Springfield, used only for per- 
forming highly technical tests 
on pesticides, oi] and hydrocar- 
bons. 

In addition to trained person- 
nel, the testing labs are 
“staffed” with highly sophisti- 
cated mechanical devices, such 
as an automatic analyzer and 
an atomic absorption spectro- 
photometer, 

The analyzer tests for such 
substances as “ammonia, nitro- 
gen, cyanides and phenols, 
while the atomic absorption 
spectrophotometer measures 
such elements as iron, calcium 
and mercury, and soft metals 
such as arsonic and selenium. 

Soon, after completion of a 
three-month remodeling job, an 
infrared and ultraviolet/visible 
spectrophotometer will be add- 
ed to the Champaign laboratory. 

The infrared equipment will 
be used primarily for identifi- 
cation of oil and petroleum

For Percy; Chuck Vs. Ted 
Charisma Battle in 1976?

Springfield — No matter how 
many public denials he may 
make, Statehouse Republicans 
are convinced that U. S, Sena- 
tor Charles H. Percy already 
has opened his drive for the 
Republican nomination for 
President in: 1976. 

Even before Illinois GOP 
leaders left for Miami Beach, 
the word was out from the 
Percy camp that the senator 
would play a major role at the 
National Convention. 

His advance schedule called 
for appearances before delega- 
gations from most major states, 
The prime purpose was to give 
Percy a chance to sell himself 
to delegates, many of whom 
are expected to be back in 1976. 

Although Percy’s effort to 
liberalize delegate represen- 
tation at the 1976 conven- 
tion brought him attention 
from the news media, the 
feeling here was that he 
was not as much interested 
in changing the complexion 
of the future convention as 
he was in gaining additional 
national exposure. 

Illinois-based Percy loyal- 
ists believe that he can win 
the nomination four years 
hence not by lining up any 
potential delegates this far 
in advance but in gradually 
creating a personal image 
so strong that Republicans 
will be unable to reject him 
if they hope to retain the 
presidency. 

In short, they reason, Percy 
will emerge as ‘the man who 
can win” in 1976 and that no 
other Republicans will be able 
to fit that image. 

The Percy people dismiss 
Vice President Spiro Agnew as 
one who would be unable to al- 
tract the broad voter support 
necessary to win the presidency 
on his own. 


Age, they say, will rule out 
Governors. Ronald Reagan of 
California and Nelson A, Rock- 
efeller of New York. Percy is 
53 and at 57 would be at about 
the right age for a president. 

Percy's advocates also take 
for granted that Massachusetts 
Sen, Edward ‘Ted’ Kennedy 
will be the Domocratic nomi- 
nee 

They contend that the only 
Republican. who could match 
him in “charisma” would be 
Percy, who looks far younger 
than his years. 

Prominence at the Miami 
Convention was a step in de- 
veloping the Percy presi- 
dential effort. 


Step Two will be a deter- 
mined effort to achieve a 
landslide U. S, Senate re- 
election victory over Dem- 
acratic opponent Roman C. 
Pucinski, A number of polls 
indicate this is within grasp 
By winning big, substantially 

increasing his 422,303 plurality 
in 1966 over Democratic incum- 
bent Paul H. Douglas, Percy 
would be following the route of 
John F. Kennedy, who demol- 
ished a Republican unknown 
in Massachusetts in 1958 and 
roared on to the presidential 
nomination ahd election two 
years later. 

If Percy is re-elected handily, 
one can expect to see him a 
busy speaker across the United 
States in the next four years. 

His immediate _ problem 
not only to crush Pucinski, but 
at the same time keep his 
fences mended with Illinois Re- 
publicans, many of whom are 
unhappy with what they con- 
sider his too frequent liberal po- 
sitions on major issues. 

There is a danger that some 
conservative Republicans might 
mark for Pucinski just to dis- ' 
courage Percy's presidential 
ambitions.

A plant extract, the chemical 
disodium cromoglycate is prom- 
ising but still considered experi- 
mental for hay fever treatment.

It is considered risky 
and used only sparingly, but is 
effective in making tissue more 
dense and less conducive to the 
passage of histamine to the 
mucous vessels and glands. 

Antihistamines, both in  pre- 
criptive and non-prescriptive 
forms are used to coat blood 
vessels and mucous glands 
against the entry of histamines. 

Acting at the final stage, 
antihastamines are probab- 
ly hay fever sufferers’ chief 
resort. 

The bulk of hay fever re- 
search is, directed toward the 
lymphocytes which — establish 
the hay fever process, Dr, Sam- 
ter said. 

There is ironic parallel be- 
tween research in hay fever 
and that in organ transplants. 

Among patients receiving 
kidney transplants, great dan- 
ger derives from a_ process 
similar to the hay fever chain 

Lymphocytes recognize the 
newly implanted organ as alien 
and set about producing anti- 
bodies which destroy it 

Scientists like Dr, Samter 
seek a means of making the 
lymphacytes react tolerantly 
toward ragweed pollen and new 
bodily organs. 

At the same time, the Imyph 
ocytes which are cardinal to 
man’s resistance to various 
kinds of infection must remain 
intolerant and hostile to viral 
invaders. 

Frequently, transplant re- 
cipients are prepared by 
deactivation of the lympho- 
cytes patroling their bodies 
in search of enemy sub- 
stances. 

The high fatality rate aris- 
ing from that process is 
weighed against the recipi- 
ents’ life-death need for the 
new organ. No such over- 
whelming consideration is 
made in the cases of hay 
fever. 

Dr. Samter added, “Hay fever 
was first isolated as a medical 
phenomenon 144 years ago by 
John Bostock.

Shift in State Prison 
System Moving Along 


Copley News Service 
Springfield —. Initial studies 
are moving along, on schedule, 
and specific sites are under ex- 
amination, in the state’s pro- 
gram for a $16 million shift 
from maximum security prisons 
to four small new “community 
treatment resource centers.” 

Arthur V. Hoffman, state 
criminologist in the Illinois de- 
partment of corrections, and 
program policy advisor who is 
chairman of the planning task 
force, said appropriate task 
forces are meeting in each of 
the aeras where the new facili- 
ties are to be located. 

On June 9, Corrections Direc- 
tor Peter B. Bensinger an- 
nounced the Cook County, East 
St. Louis, Peoria and Moline- 
Rock Island regions had been 
selected for the community- 
based centers for adult male 
felons. 

The largest of the four will 
be located in Cook County, with 
a maximum of 250 ofenders, 
while the other regional units 
will each house up to 150 male 
adults, 

Regional leaders have been 
contacted, and are being en- 
couraged to meet with task 
force members, in an attempt 
to minimize any friction re- 
sulting to local communities 
from placing the facilities 
there. 

The sites were all chosen aft- 
er a series of seven public hear- 
ings held in May and June, to 
determine community reaction 


and the resources available, 

Underlining that the new fa- 
cilities will be “resource cen- 
ters, rather than just new, 
smaller, mini - prisons”, the 
planning group stresses that 
sites were chosen on a basis of 
number of offenders from the 
region, availability of technical, 
vocational, academic training, 
as well as medical services and 
possibility for employment on 
release, particularly among 
black and other minority 
groups. 

Currently the planning group 
is receiving input from (the va- 
rious regions, on the number of 
males sentenced from the area, 
what they were charged with, 
and how the case was disposed 
of, what sentences were im- 
posed, and any other informa 
tion which may help to set up 
specific programs which will be 
most effective in each region 

The 12 member planning task 
force, headed by Huffman, in 
cludes representatives from 
the state law enforcement com 
mision, the department of cor- 
rections, the state chamber of 
commerce, the office of the 
supervising architect, and from 
the National Council on Crime 
and Delinquency, as well as 
Prof. Norval Morris, of the 
University of Chicago Law 
school, and Prof. Frederic D. 
Moyer, of the University of Illi 
nois, who is director of the na- 
tional clearing house for crim 
inal justice planning and archi- 
tecture at the state school.

“Special education this year 
will be faced with the task of 
implementing new programs 
which drastically may change 
the methods of dealing with 
handicapped children, but 
which should show positive re- 
sults,” William Stuart Mills, 
the new supervisor of Special 
Education Region District I, 
commented as he explained 
how he sees his new role. 


“In the past, special educa- 
tion services have been hand- 
cuffed by inadequate legisla- 
tion, a lack of trained profes- 
sionals and a variety of other 


”_ problems. Most of these major 


problems now have been re- 
solved and we now must im- 
plement meaningful programs. 
The time for proving the val- 
ues of our programs has ar- 
rived,” Mills said. 

Mills, 26, will work under the 
district’s new director, Larry 
Dew, and as supervisor will be 
responsible for developing new 
programs in special education 
and to evaluate and supervise 
existing programs. 

He also is charged with pro- 
viding guidance and leadership 
in the development of a com- 
prehensive and coordinated 
program to meet the needs of 
handicapped students in the 
Granite City, Madison and Ven- 
ice school districts. 


Plan Sequential Program 

“My most fundamental task 
will be to, plan sequential pro- 
grams which will aid the child 
Step-by-step from age on 
through age 21,"" Mills noted

He praised the achievements 
of special education here in the 
past but said that unavoidable 
handicaps led to “a lack of co- 
ordination and continuity among 
the various programs. Insiruc- 
tion for any school program 
must be organized sequen 

with specifically outlined ot 
jectives in order to determine 
what the program is doing for 
the child;” he explained

school program. A comprehen 
sive special education program 
provides for those children

“Characteristic strengths of a 
good educational program for 
handicapped children includes 
a truly child-centered approach 
with emphasis on the child’s in 
dividual development, oppor- 
tunities for a more individual 
ized system of instruction and 
1 trend toward more relevant 
learning material for the handi- 
capped student,” Mills said. 

The special education field 
needs more teachers who are 
interested in individual behav- 
ioral gains as opposed to how 
rapidly the child can learn 2 
plus equals 4, he commented, 
noting that “Many teachers. 
say they admire the person 
who is working with handigap- 
ped children because it  re- 
quires special skills.”

Mills holds his bachelor in 
arts degree from McKendree 
College with a major in psy- 
chology and a minor in biolog:

Steel Output in GCHS Adult Education 


July Down to 
Seasonal Factors 


Domestic steel production 
dipped during July, partly be- 
cause of the long Fourth of 
July weekend and the begin- 
ning of the summer’ vacation 
season, which affected opera- 
tions of steel consumers. 

According to American Iron 
and Steel Institute, mills in the 
U. S. produced 10,341,000 tons 
of steel during the month. This 
was a drop of 639,000 tons from 
June’s 10,980,000 total, but sub- 
stantially more than the 9,942,- 
000 tons of output recorded in 
July of 1971. 

Through ‘the first seven 
months of 1972, domestic steel- 
makers poured an estimated 
76,414,000 tons of steel, com- 
pared with a total of 81,711,000 
tons for the comparable period 
of last year. 

In July, the basic oxygen fur- 
mace continued to widen its 
lead over other steelmaking 
processes. During the month, 
B-O-Fs made 5,964,000 tons of 
steel—or 57.7% of total output. 
Open hearths produced 2,794,000 
tons—or 27% of July production 
—while electric furnaces poured 
the remaining 1,583,000 tons 
produced during the month. 

During the first seven months 
of 1972, oxygen furnaces output 
totaled 42,749,000 tons, com- 
pared to 20,268,000 tons for open 
hearths and 13,397,000 tons for 
electric furnaces. 

In the same period of last 
year, B-O-Fs poured 41,879,000 
tons, open hearths 26,548,000 
tons, and electric furnaces, 
13,285,000 tons. 

AISI's steelmaking index, 
based on average 1967 produc- 
tion as 100, stood at 95.7 in 
July, 1972, This compares with 
an index of 105.0 for June and 
110.5 for May.

Percy Urges Full Use of 
Voter Registration Laws 


Senator Charles H. Percy (R- 
Ill.) reports that nearly a 
quarter of Illinois’ eligible vot- 
ers are not registered. 

Percy said Illinois law per- 
mits widespread and conven- 
ient voter registration, but that 
these laws are not being fully 
utilized, 

Of the 7 million eligible voters 
in Ilinois, Percy said, 1.8 mil- 
lion remain unregistered, 
“These potential voters include 
people of all ages, from stu- 
dents to the elderly, from all 
ethnic groups and every part of 
the state,” he added. 

In a letter to Illinois Secre- 
tary of State John W. Lewis, 
and all 102 county clerks, Percy 
urged an aggressive implemeni- 
ation of state election laws to 
maximize voter registration.

only 76% of the state’s eligible 
voters are registered, and called 
this “clearly an unacceptable 
level of registration.” 


In past elections, 83% of the 
voters have’ been registered, 
Percy said. To attain that level 
this year, it would be necessary 
to register 400,000 additional 
voters before election day. 

Percy urged the officials to 
take advantage of state codes 
designed to foster registration, 
so that Illinois can be a ‘model 
for the nation as a state with 
maximum voter participation.” 


These codes, Percy observed, 
permit the appointment of depu- 
ty registrars and the establish- 
ment of temporary registration 
sites in such areas as shopping 
business districts and 
public buildings. 





Percy noted in his letter that

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State Laws Guarantee 
Education of Handicapped

Springfield—Gov. Richard B. 
Ogilvie has signed a series of 
bills which will guarantee that 
all handicapped children in 
Illinois will receive a state- 
assisted education, | regardless 
of the severity of their handi- 
caps. 

Mental health leaders have 
praised the new legislation, 
which they claim will, with oth- 
er bills enacted in recent years, 
make Illinois the “number one 
state in the nation” in the field 
of special education for the 
handicapped. : 

Under the new legislation, 
public schools will be required 
to provide tuition aid to educate 
youngsters in private facilities, 
if they are too severely handi- 
capped for public school pro- 
grams, 

Companion legislation —_ will 
give school districts the option 
of operating a program for 
such severely handicapped chil- 
dren, qualifying for additional 
state reimbursement. 

Another bill approved pro- 
vides that where school dis- 
tricts are reimbursed by the 
state for special education pro- 
grams for gifted children which 
operate on a full-time basis, the 
reimbursement will be in- 
creased by 185th of the amount 
paid for each school day in 
excess of 185 days per calendar 
year. : 

Other pieces of legislation 
provide for registration and re- 
taining of teachers. One sets 
up $100,000 for an unusual 


cholarship program to retrain

teachers of the handicapped in 
certain inner-city or  rurql 
areas who are not presently 
certified. 

Teachers applying for this 
program must agree to teach 
for two years in the poverty 
areas from which they applied. 

Under other new legislation, 
the department of mental health 
will be required to make peri- 
odic reports of residential facil- 
ities that do not meet stand- 
ards, explain why they do not, 
and-what is being done to cor- 
rect the situation. 

One other bill will allow pub- 
lic school special education 
joint agreement participants to 
remove themselves from the 
jurisdiction of the participating 
districts and become separate 
entities. 

Another bill provides for cer- 
tification of teachers for pre- 
school classes. It is linked to 
previous bills which became ef- 
fective July 1, extending to 
thousands of handicapped pre- 
school youngsters between the 
ages of 3 and 5, the right to a 
public education. State funding 
for special education programs 
was greatly increased by that 
legislation.

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Police Perform Well Under Tough Conditions—Ogilvie 


By GOVERNOR 
RICHARD B. OGILVIE 


I read about 10 newspapers a 
day, in addition to dozens atid 
dozens of letters, memos and 
reports 

My reading tends to supple- 
ment and confirm what people 
tell me in person—hundreds of 
them every week. 

As an experienced reader, I 
was deeply struck just this 
week by the coincidence of five 
stories involving policemen in a 
single issue of a single news- 
paper. 

None was a big headline 
story — but taken together, 
they tell much of the full 
story of our law enforce- 
ment men. 

I have called policemen “the 
front-line soldiers of the safe 
and lawful society we all seek.” 

They are that —but there's 
more to be told. 

Consider the 
stories: 

—Policemen help to dress two 
neglected little boys and take 
them to a foster home after 
rushing their little sister to a 
hospital. 

—Policeman seizes a knife- 

ding robber without in- 
juring him, 

Twenty policernen wait out a 
crazed and armed man who 
threatened violence and refused 
to listen to his family. Again, 
the man was not injured, de- 
spite the heavy weapons the 
policemen ‘nad at the scene. 

—Policemen barricade a pav- 
ing supply firm despite charges

that a politician asked for the 
action to help a rival firm. 

—An_ off-duty policeman is 
suspended after shooting a 
youth during a quarrel over a 
fender-bender accident. 

In the’ first three cases, the 
police were acting with com- 
passion and skill under difficult 
circumstances, and the news 
accounts seemed to take it for 
granted police would be on hand 
to help. 

That's one very important 
element in the story of our 
policemen today —we do take 
for granted their every day ac- 
tions to help people in trouble. 

I was struck by the picture 
of two policemen carrying the 
little boys in the first story, so 
I made some inquiries, 


A reporter who had been at 
the scene confirmed my hunch. 
He said: 

“The policemen were nice 
to the kids. It was a pleas- 
ure to see how gently and 
patiently they handled the 
situation.” 

In effect, that’s what I ‘Ww 
also in the next two stories, 
where violence and death could 
have resulted from improper 
police action. 

Instead, the policemen were 
patient and they used only as 
much force as was needed. 

Barricading a business firm 
presents a different side of the 
police story. The firm's attor- 
ney made it clear he thought it 
was a squeeze play with un- 
pleasant overtones. 


Be that as it may, police 


S 


were acting under orders and 
they obeyed. 

In the fifth case, we see 
still another view of the full 
story—a policeman who 
seems to have gone bad. 
Considering the terrific pres- 

sures we put on policemen, we 
snould not be astonished that 
they're not 100% perfect. 

In my first-hand association 
with law enforcement men in 
five official positions I have 
held, I have been impressed 
time and again by good police- 
men. 

I have seen them take abuse 
that no untrained person could 

vithstand. 1 have seen them 
walk into dangerous situations 
giving no outward indication 
whatsoever that they're human 
enough to be afraid. 


And I have worked long hours 
to identify and discharge that 
small percentage of men who 
cannot act with restraint once 
they've been given a gun and 
a badge. 

The sporadic incidents of 
police brutality probably 
cannot be eliminated entire- 
ly, but their number can be 
reduced substantially by 
good training and leader- 
ship. 

That effort is just part of 
what we must do if we expect 
good men to stand up under 
the working conditions we im- 
pose on our policemen, 

They're usually first on the’ 
scene, but their actions under 
fire, so to speak, most surely 
can be second-guessed by the 


press, the courts, or by other 
law enforcement agencies. 

Thus their instincts, their 
training, and the kind of lead- 
ership they've had are all put 
to a severe test at the scene of 
the action. 

Usually there isn’t time 
to look at a lawbook, or 
consult a doctor, or get ad- 
vice from the writers of 
editorials. 

Frankly, I think we’re darned 
lucky our policemen do so well 
so much of the time. And per- 
haps we take them for granted 
for a good reason: 

Most people are used to the 
idea that when we're in trouble, 
we can count on policemen to 
help.

Costs of Education Seem 
To Just Keep on Climbing 


By ROBERT BETTS

America spends more on ed- 
ucation than any other country, 
and the sum gets bigger. every 
year, 

From the time a youngster 
starts school until he. graduates 
from college, his total educa- 
tion will have cost from around 
$12,000 to $40,000. 

Per pupil expenditure at a 
public’ school varies according 
to the financial strength of the 
school district. It ranges from 
below $500 to well over $1,000 a 
year. 

Americans are currently 
spending ) about $80 billion 
per school year to educate 
their children. The total 
school budget represents 
almost 10% of the nation’s 
gross national product. 

Nearly two-thirds of the 
sum covers the cost of ele- 
mentary and, secondary ed- 
ucation. The rest is spent 
on higher education. 

Most of the bill for public 
elementary and secondary 
schools is met by local govern- 
ments out of property taxes. 

State taxes make up the rest, 
except for a small proportion 
provided by thé federal govern- 
ment, which is used for special 
programs rather than for gen- 
eral education. 

It is estimated that over the 
next decade the public educa- 
tion bill will go up another $7 
billion. 

For the 48% of the nation’s 
three million high school grad- 
uates who go on to college or 
university, families must find 
extra money for incidental fees 
and living expenses. 

Tuition rates have gone 
almast 100% over the last 
years. 

While some colleges charge 
$300 or less, it is today not un- 
usual to find tuition fees of 
$1,500 or $2,000 a year. Some 
are even higher. 

Average cost of tuition, board 
and room rose 46% at public 
colleges and universities and 
66% at priavte institutions be- 
tween 1960 and 1970, according 
to government statistics. 

Total annual cost of at- 
tending college ranges from 
around $1,500 in rural areas, 
or at a, state university 
where tuition is kept at a 
minimum, ot $5,000 or more 
at a prestige private col- 
lege. 

College officials blame in- 
flation for boosting educa- 
tional costs, which include 
construction, maintenance, 
salarjes, feod, books and 
equipment. Higher tuition 
fees still do not cover the 
increasing cost of under- 
graduate education, they 
point out. 

The total of federal grants 
for education, which amounted 
to $3.4 billion in 1965, is now 
approaching $12 billion a year. 

The House recently passed 
ind sent to President Nixon a 
$23.1 billion education bill that 
Health, Education and Welfare 
Secretary Elliot L, Richardson 
called “a landmark in the his- 
tory of higher education.” 

The major educational provi- 
sions would: 

Create a new program of di- 
rect federal-aid to colleges and 
universities that could provide 
them with as much as $1 billion 
a year}

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Dental Profs to Preach 
What They Practice 


Two professors at the South- 
ern Illinois University School of 
Dental Medicine are not only 
practicing what they preach but 
are practicing how they will 
teach. 

A course in immunology using 
teaching techniques to be used 
at the dental school was con 
ducted this summer by faculty 
members Arthur Bahn and Wil- 
bert Milligan. 

The course stressed indjvidu- 
alized learning, with stidents 
allowed to assimilate course 
material at their own speed. 
Formal lectures were eliminat- 
ed and grading was based on 
improvement, with students tak- 
ing similar examinations be- 
fore the course began, during 
the course and at the end of the 
course 

Enrolled for academic credit 
were four biology graduate stu- 
dents from SIUE.

and Dean Drake of Belleville, 
who will be in the dental 
school's first class of students 
this fall 

Bahn said basic information 
on immunology was conveyed 
to students through audio cas- 
settes, accompanied by a writ 
ten outline, could be taken 
home for students to be  lis- 
tened to at their leisure or 
could be played in the univer- 
sity’s audio-visual laboratories. 

“The students were given 
three weeks to listen to the se- 
ries of cassettes, learning the

With grades based 
on individual improvement, a 
lot of competition among  stu- 
dents is eliminated, creating a 
healthier learning atmosphere, 
Drake said. 

Drake said courses encourag- 
ing dental students to gather 
and learn information on their 
own rather than having every- 
thing dictated by a lecturer 
could be beneficial after grad- 
uation. 

“Dentists have to keep up 
with developments in their 
field and courses like this one 
might help us find material 
when we are away from a uni- 
versity campus,” Drake said.

Voters Casting Greater St. Louis U. Freshman 
Number of Split Ballots 


The growing tendency of 
American voters to split’ their 
tickets has increased the politi- 
cal responsibility and influence 
of labor unions, employer asso- 
ciations, and nonpartisan civic 
groups, according tp Michael J. 
Howlett; state Auditor of Public 
Accounts. 

Howlett, Democratic candi- 
date for secretary of state, spoke 
at the opening of the 62d annual 
convention of the Illinois Jour- 
neymen Barbers’ and Beauti- 
cians’ Association in the State- 
house Inn, Springfield. 

“For the first time in more 
than 100 years, as many people 
consider ‘themselves independ- 
ents as consider themselves 
Democrats or Republicans,” 
Howlett said. 

“Sin I was first elected 
Auditor in 1960, the number of 
independents in the United 
States has doubled and redou- 
bled — from six million to 25 
million 

Many Split Ballots 

“But independent voters are 
not the only voters who split 
their ballots. Voters who con- 
sider themselves Democrats oft- 
en vote Republican for some 
candidates, and Republicans 
often vote Democratic for some 
candidates. 

“More than half the ballots 
cast today in National elections 
are split ballots. Twenty years 
ago, four out of five ballots cast 
were straight party ballots. 

“A recent survey on 100 col- 
lege campuses found more than 
half of college-age voters list 
themselves as _ independen 
The figure was 60% in another 
survey of college activists. 

“This year, there will be 
1,321,000 young, people in Hlinois 
old enough to vote for the first 
time in a Presidential election. 

“Since the young people are 
more independent of parties 
than their elders, the number 
of independents in the elector- 
ite—already the highest in his- 
tory—is sure to grow, and keep 
zrowing. 


More Responsibility 

“The trend of voters away 
from straight-ticket voting 
means labor unions, chambers 
of commerce, business and pro- 
fessional] associations, commu- 
nity organizations and other 
nonpartisan groups, must ac- 
cept a heavier responsibility in 
politics 

“Tf, voters want to be selec- 
tive—if they’ refuse to affiliate 
with one party—they must de- 
pend on their unions, their em- 
ployer associations, the com- 
munications media, and inter- 
sted nonpartisan community 
organizations for information 
and advice about candidates 
and issue

We 
have a great’ family but realize 
young people have their own 
lives to live.

1 envelope unflavored gelatin 
Y% cup water 
% cup milk 
4 egg yolks 
Y cup sugar 
Y, cup fresh lime juice 
1 cup heavy cream 
3 drops green food coloring 
7 egg whites 


Oil lightly a one-quart souffle 
mold. Fold over lengthwise a 
long strip of aluminum foil and 
oil it on one side. Tie it around 
the mold, oiled side’in, to make 
a collar standing three’ inches 
above the top. 

Sprinkle the gelatin over the 
water to soften. Heat the milk 
in the top of a double boiler. 

Beat the egg yolks, with the 
sugar until they are light and 
lemon colored and pour the hot 
milk over them. 

Return the mixture to the top 
of the double boiler and add the 
gelatin. 

Cook the mixture over hot 
water, stirring or whisking con- 
stantly, until it is thick and 
creamy, being careful that it 
does not boil. 

Remove the pan from the 
heat, let the mixture cool, and 
add ‘the lime juice. Refrigerate 
until it begins to thicken, 

Whip the cream until ‘it is 
thick but not stiff, and fold it 
into the lime mixture, adding 
three drops ONLY. of green 
food colorign. Refrigerate until 
it is just beginning tg set again. 

Beat the egg whites until 
stiff but not dry, and fold them 
gently into the mixture with a 
metal spoon. 

Spoon the souffle into the pre- 
pared «mold and chill for at 
three hours, or longer if de- 
sired. Makes six to eight 
servings.

Decor Score--Varying Wood Shades Will 
Enliven—a Room; Bright Color Accents

Q. After four years of scrimp- 
ing and saving while my hus- 
band was in school, we have 
finally disposed of the odds and 
ends of living room furniture 
and have purchased a whole 
roomful of furniture in Early 
American. The wood trim on 
couch and love -seat and the 
coffee and end tables and ac- 
cessories is a beautifully grained 
golden oak. 

There are pieces from our 
previous set which we will be 
keeping and I would likes to 
know if we should leave them 
as they are or refinish them. 
The first is an old camp trunk, 
now painted black, with lock, 
hinges and studs painted a dull 
gold. The trpnk holds our 
stereo equipment. 

Will the black and gold blend 
in with our new decor, or 
should it be refinished? If so, 
what colors? Second, we have 
two old heavy oak rocking 
chairs in a very dark, shade of 
oak. Should these be refinished 
to blend with the lighter shade 
of oak? 

A. I would suggest that if the 
finish on the trunk and the 
rocking chairs is in good condi- 
tion, you should leave them as 
they are and they should pro- 
vide some contrast in color and 
design to your newer furniture. 
In fact, they should add per- 
sonality to the room. 

A room of wood pieces of all 
the same shade can become 
boring. And the dark wood and 
black and gold would be com- 
patible with most color schemes 
for an Early American room.

Q. I recently visited England 
and brought home a small bowl 
or plate in earthenware. I 
thought it rather attractive, 
though I know nothing about it. 
I understand that where I 
bought it, it was called a nappy 
plate. What is a nappy plate? 

A. Nappy plates or bowls 
were made in the mid-1700s and 
into the 1800s to be used when 
drinking ale.

You could do a box over your 
curtains or a flounce across the 
top, or an inset or binding of 
the fabric for the curtain inself.

Since you have brownish 
tones in tile, appliances and 
cabinets, I would imagine that 
you might like some rather 
bright’ accents of color, which 
your striped fabric could pro- 
vide.

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Split Voting May Be Decisive in State; 


(Added Burden on All to Study and Think 


As State Auditor Michael Howlett noted 
in a talk yesterday in Springfield, for the first 
time in more than a century the number of 
independents rivals the size of the two major 
parties. Since he became auditor 12 years ago, 
the number of U. S. independent voters has 
doubled and re-doubled, from six million to 
25 million. 

A greater degree of independence also has 
spread among those who still retain -close 
Democratic or Republican ties. Over half the 
ballots cast in national elections now are split 
votes; two decades ago, four out of five ballots 
cast were for straight party tickets 

The trend has immense implications when 
applied to the 1972 Illinois election, in which 
Mr. Howlett has more than passing interest. 


He notes: “A recent survey on 100 col- 
lege campuses found that more than half of 
college-age voters list themselves as independ- 
ents. The figure was 60% in another survey of 
college activists. This year, there will be 
1,321,000 young people in Illinois old enough 
to vote for the first time in a Presidential 
election.” 


His point is that, more than ever before, 
independents and ticket-splitters will wield the 
balance of power and will decide many of the 
races. 

In this connection, a heavier than usual 
responsibility is borne by labor and business 
groups, communications media and non-parti- 
san community organizations to provide accur 


Fourth Mississippi River Festival Season 
The Best Yet; Another Is Fully Justified 


It is highly encouraging that the fourth 
season of the Mississippi [River Festival not only 
attracted a record paid attendance of 194,736 
but also is expected to break even on its 
$541,000 budget. The figures contrast with 
those of the initial summer concert series in 
1969, when patrons totaled 86,384 and the 
budget aggregated $309,000. 

A Festival spokesman commented that 
“we had a substantially higher percentage of 
earned income than in previous years.” Al- 
though the 163,551 attending pop, rock and 
folk music performances led the way, the 
31,175 who watched the St. Louis Symphony 
Orchestra in 12 concerts represented an 18% 
gain over the first summer, when there were 17 
symphony programs.

These are strange times. One 
of our great national political 
parties is now in the grip of 
people who insist that the way 
to make business healthy again 
is to punish it for being sick 
And the way to cure poverty is 
to cripple the source of our 
wealth. 

1 don’t think the American 
people will buy that nonsense. 
The record speaks more loidly 
than the noisiest demonstration. 
From 1960 to 1971, nearly: 15 
million, Americans were lifted 
out of poverty. 

In 1960, 40 million, or one in 
five, were below the official pov- 
erty line. By 1971, the total had 
fallen to 25.6 million, or one in 
eight. 


That's a 37% improvement in 
10 years. If we can continue that 
kind of progress, today’s young 
Americans will live to see the 
conquest of man’s oldest prob- 
lem. 


But we must not lose sight 
of the source of progress. 
It was the growth of the 
American economy that 
helped those people, not 
some magic government for- 
mula for redistribution of 
wealth. 


GRASSROOTS 


The creation of wealth is 
prerequisite to its distribu- 
tion, It is the private econo- 
my that pays the bills for 
public progress and private 
progress alike. 

And it is the incentive, or 
rewards provided by the pri- 
vate enterprise system, that 
stimulate the private econo- 
my. 

We did our best to explain 
these facts to the Democrats.

This year the Department of 
Defense has produced a 193- 
page, gréen paperback book, 
“The Economics, of Defense 
Spending,” that is totally lack- 
ing in fiction and has essen- 
tially no cast of characters. 

On the other hand it is 
loaded with irrefutable facts 
and figures about the defense 
of the United States, its cost 
and its impact upon our so- 
ciety. 

“The Economics of Defense 
Spending” should be required

The postal vancancy sur- 
vey conducted by the carri- 
ers in the identified postal 
areas revealed a total of 
162,131 possible deliveries to 
residences, apartments and 
mobile homes. At the time 
of the survey, 3% were va- 
cant — a total of 4,787 new 
or used vacant units. 

Of the total possible deliver- 
ies surveyed, 137,155 were resi- 
dences, of which 3,206 were va- 
cant. The vacancy rate, 2.3%, 
included 170 newly completed 
units. A total of 878 residences 
was under construction. 

Among the 17,506 apartment 
units surveyed, 7.3% were re- 
ported vacant. The carriers re- 
ported 128 new units among 
the 1,276 units which were va- 
cant. There were 730 apartment 
units under construction on the 
survey dates. 

A total of 7,470 mobile homes 
was surveyed; 4.1% were va- 
cant. This proportion represent- 
ed 305 vacant units. 

Results of the postal vacancy 
surveys are expressed in quan- 
titative terms because it is not 
feasible to collect qualitative 
data for this type of survey, it 
was noted.

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More Than Third 
Of State Remains 
Under ‘Dry’ Laws

Springfield — More than twd 
and a half million people in il: 
linois can’t run down to the 
corner tavern for a “quick 
one,” unless the tavern hap} 
pens to be located .in another 
township. 


Surprisingly, considering the 
number of years since Prohi 
tion was repealed, more, than 
one-third of the state, geograph- 
ically, is still dry. 

This means that some twa 
and one-half million people out 
of the state’s eleven and one+ 
half million population live in 
areas where it is illegal ta 
serve alcohol. 

In fact, according to Ivan Fe 
Maple, executive’ director of 
the state liquor ‘control com 
mission, there isn’t a county; 
in the state which doesn't have: 
it’s “dry” pockets, ranging, 
from isolated communities to, 
whole townships. ; 

Sometimes, whole counties: 
are dry— with only one tiny? 
area having exercised its locak 


‘option to serve liquor of beers 


Size and location seem to 
have little to do with it, 
to judge by a “wet-dry” 
map in Maple’s office. 

But there does seem to be 
what appears — appropri- * 
ately — to be a sort of 
“river” of wet areas wind- 
ing down the center of the 
state, with often dry 
“banks” flanking it along ; 
both sides. 
Some dry communities aré 

pretty good sized — Fairfield? 
with 14,000 population for ins 
stance. 

And until just recently, the! 
community of Evanston, home. 
of the Women’s Christian Tem} 
perance Union, was dry. 

Wheaton with a Population of 
31,000 is still dry, but is curt 
rently taking steps to change, 
its status. 

There are even dry pocketd 
in the city of Chicago, and 
their number is increasing ins 
stead of decreasing. One neigh- 
borhood ward just recently 
voted to oust alcohol, Maple 
said, adding one more dry 
ward to the city. 

For contrast, the community 
of Muddy, in Saline county, is 
“wet” —all three businesses 
of it. 

A litle, and__ little-known, 
oasis lying in the midst of a 
dry desert stretching for 35 
miles in any direction,, two of 
Muddy’s three business are — 
what else?—taverns. The third 
is a_ service station. 

The state control agency 
observes strict equality, 
charging everybody any- 
where in the state $50 for a 
a state liquor license. 

But individual communi- 
ties set their own local Ti- 
cense rates, and they range 
from $200 to a whopping 
$5,000, with an average of 
$1,200 to $1,500 throughout 
the state. 

That $5,000 fee, by the way, 
is “undoubtedly” the ‘highest in 
the state, says Maple, and it is 
levied at—give up?—little old 
Muddy, Ill, 

It may offend the teetotaling 
faction, but the liquor business 
generates a great deal of 
money on a number of levels 
in Illinois. 

Probably the most startling 
figure involves the Hiram 
Walker distillery at Peoria, the 
largest distillery in the world. 

Maple says that plant, which 
uses the production of 50 acres 
of corn producing 100 bushels 
to the acre, each day of opera- 
tion, also pays a resounding $1 
million a day, five days a 
week, in state and federal 
taxes. 

That's five million dollars 
week in tax revenue. 

And that's operating in a state 
where more than one-third of 
the area still won't let you buy 
a drink.
